FREDERICK  J.  WAUGH,  N.A. 

Frederick  J.  Waugh,  considered  one  of  America's 
most  popular  artists,  gained  international  distinction 
early  in  his  career.  By  many  he  has  been  considered 
the  grectest  marine  painter  of  all  time.  The  seascapes 
in  ihis  special  showing  attest  to  that.  His  father, 
Samuel  Bell  Waugh,  a  portrait  painter,  sent  his  son 
to  the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  Fine  Arts  where  he 
studied  under  Thomas  Eakins,  and  then  to  Academy 
Julian  in  Paris.  While  there  he  married  a  fellow  stu¬ 
dent,  Clara  Bunn,  who  also  attended  the  Pennsylvania 
this  period  when  Waugh  was  exhibiri ng  in  Paris  they 


lived  in  Monrpar nasse. 


f'  s  romance  with  The  sea  began  on  a  vacation  to  the  Channel  Isle  of  Sark.  He 
: nayea  m.ere  two  years,  then  settled  at  St.  Ives,  Cornwall  'which  offered  unlimited 
rhymes  cf  the  sea— herring  boats,  wharves,  quaint  seaside  villages,  ships  at  anchor 
ana  the  ocean  itself.  Mr.  Waugh  was  a  magazine  illustrator  in  London  during  the 
Beer  and  Russian-Japanese  Wars.  In  a  ten-year  period  every  painting  he  sub¬ 
mitted  to  rhe  Royal  Accdemy  for  exhibit  was  sold.  He  returned  to  the  United 
Stores  in  1907  and  soon  thereafter,  was  elected  to  full  membership  in  the  National 
Academy.  He  lived  in  Montclair.  New  Jersey  and  later  moved  to  Kent,  Connecticut. 
In  1  927  he  designed  his  studio-home  in  Provincetown  on  Cape  Cod  where  he  lived 
until  h:s  death  in  1940.  He  was  born  in  Bordentown,  New  Jersey  in  1861. 


Mr.  Waugh  was  a  member  of  The  National  Academy,  Grand  Central  Art  Galleries, 
Saimogundi,  Lotus  and  National  Arts  Clubs,  and  many  other  art  organizations. 
Am:  g  the  covered  prizes  which  he  won  were  Clarke  and  Palmer  Prizes,  National 
Av.r.derr,y ;  geld  medal,  Buenos  Aires  Exposition;  the  Popular  Prize,  Carnegie  Inter¬ 
national  for  the  years  1934  through  1938.  He  is  represented  in  the  New  York 
M  ciopu  n  a  n  Museum,  the  A*-?  Institute  of  Chicago,  National  Collection  of  Fine 
A  r  ,  Wnsnington,  D.C.,  and  many  other  museums,  institutions  and  private  collec- 
*!or‘_  th ; ocgtiOut  the  country. 


EDWIN  A.  ULRICH 

The  Edwin  A.  Ulrich  collection  of  paintings  by 
Frederick  J.  Waugh  is  the  largest  and  most  complete 
single  collection  of  the  works  of  an  important  Amer¬ 
ican  artist. 

Ms.  Ulrich  moved  to  Dutchess  County,  New  York  in 
1937  from  Montclair,  New  Jersey  where  he  was  orig- 
aily  inspired  by  a  Waugh  painting  in  the  Montclair 
A-t  .Museum.  He  hns  *>pen1  the  past  twenty  years  of 
r r a v e i  throughout  the  United  States  and  Europe  in  the  indefatigable  pursuit  of  the 
woi  ks  of  this  famous  artist. 


Upon  retiring  in  1956  from  a  successful  business  career,  he  built  "Wave  Crest" 
On-ine-Hudson,  Hyde  Park,  New  York.  Here  in  this  beautiful  setting,  Mr.  Ulrich 
maintains  his  mcgr.ificent  collection  of  over  350  oil  paintings,  watercolors,  pastels 
and  pencil  drawings  which  span  the  career  of  Waugh.  He  has  also  assisted  Dr. 
je-irge  R.  havens,  professor  emeritus  of  Ohio  State  University  in  research  on  the 
published  biography  of  this  famous  artist.
